QUORUM SET AT 500 
STUDENTS DEFEAT 
DAILY AMENDMENT 

Remaining S.E.C. Amendments 
Evoke Little Discussion 

After three sessions tiic Students' Society brought to a close 
last night the amcndnicnt to the constitution. Tiic olosing debate 
on. the quorum question which was thoroughly discussed at the 
Inst meeting was limited to 15 minutes and the vote was 441 to 166 
in favour of the Students' Executive Council's anaendment calling 
for a quonim of 500 of nil meetings. 

The Engineering Undergraduate Society Executive's sub- 
aniendincnt proposing a six-man managing board to the Daily 
was defeated by an overwhc'lming^ 



vote. The only other point on 
which there was any discussion 
was the question of suRunonS'for 
misdemeanor: a subameridiri'ent 
from the floor called for an addi- 
tion to Article 6, Section 5, to read, 
"Any person so accused shdll have 
the right to call witnesses on his 
or her behalf: it the person accus- 
ed so desires, the hearing shall be 
open to students and shall have 
three days notice in The McGill 
Daily. 

All other amendments proposed 
by the Students' Executive Council 
were passed without discussion by 
the meeting. The decisions of the 
Students' Society arc subject, how- 
ever,, to t ratification by the Senate. 

On looking back over the three 
meetings held in connection with 
Constitutional amendment, the 
question of meeting quorums seems 
undoubtedly to be the most Impor- 
tant topic of discussion. The mem- 
bers ot the Society spent approx- 
imately three hours on that point 
alone. The number of signatures 
required to call a meeting also was 
heatedly debated at an earlier meet- 
ing.

Ceremonies, Buss Dcmbnt, 
and : a number ot outstanding 
Acadia stars, but admitted that the 
show must be chalked up as a 
failure.

Also 
the women's aquatic sport life is 
cramped because the only available 
pool,' which is located at the house- 
hold economics building, is no big- 
ger than an oversized bathtub.

A badminton c6urt, which 
in - ltselt Is inadequate, ' must be 
rented ;irom: outside Irom church 
expenses.

Kingdom; yet he acta In the I.L.O. 



not as a citizen of that country, but 
In an international capacity. 

The I.L.O, Is a body which was 
established as an autonomous org- 
anization within the ^framework of 
the League ot Nations, and It has 
remained in existence in spite of 
the dissolution of the latter organ- 
ization, and Is now applying for 
similar Incorporation into thft 
United Nations Organization, 

Though having' no . executive 
power, the I.L.O. has , exercised 
considerable power by Its custom 
of prei>aring resolutions and estab- 
lishing ' International ' standards for 
the well-being of labor. 

These resolutions have In the 
large majority of cases been rati- 
fied by national legislatures and 
incorporated Into the labor legisla- 
tion ot the countries participating. 
In the case ot Canada, however, 
where according to the interpreta- 
tions /Of the constitution by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in Westmlnsttr, the sub- 
ject of labor Is under thfe Jurisdic- 
tion ot the provinces, and. the fed- 
eral government 'has' Jurisdiction 
over treaties .but has not the power 
lo implement them, the result hos 
been that Canada has not been able 
to put into effect any I.L.O. reso- 
lutions. 

Another phase ot the topic which 
will probably be ot Interest In Mr. 
Phelan's talk Is the fact that the 
Soviet Union is as yet i^ot a mem- 
ber ot the organization. 



Âjax Holds Open 
House for Local 
Toronto Residents 

Hon. GeoriKe A. Drew 
P/emier of Ontario 
Featured as Speaker 

Toronto, February 20.— (CUP) — 
Open house was held at Ajax on 
Saturday, February 16, when the 
residents ot.. Ontario County In- 
spected' the 'Ajax ' Division ot- the 
University ot Toronto which so 
suddenly appeared in their midst. 
At the dinner in the evening, the 
guest speaker was the Hon. George 
A. Drew. Prime Minister and Min- 
ister ot Education, Province of 
Ontario. 

Over 2,500 people flocked lo see 
the lecture rooms, the labs and the 
drafting rooms. University trans- 
portation carried the visitors to 
what many ot them' still thought 
ot as a war plant, but what Is now 
an important Institute ot learning. 

Col. Drew, after inspecting the 
academic area, said that he thought 
that AJax was "extremely well or- 
ganized lor the time. that it has 
been In'operatlon. I have been most 
Impressed by the spirit' of cooper- 
ation existing here between the 
student body and the University 
staff. As Minister of Education, I 
am very interested In the'Mevelop- 
ment ot the A^x Division". 

Mrs. Hannah, of Dunharton, who 
once filled shells for D.I.L. came 
to see the transformotlon, but also 
had a secondary motive. "You see, 
I met my husband . lor the first 
time in this corridor," she said. 

As guest speaker at the dinner 
In the evening, CoL Drew com- 
mended the initiative shown by 
the University .In planning and 
operating such a large undertaking 
as AJax. "The advantage will be 
great' to the students" he said, "but 
greater still to the Dominion of 
Canada. The general opinion had 
been that the servicemen would 
flock to the universities but that

'James Gillies and Edward Galtin 
of Western upheld the affirmative, 
while Jerry Stoner and Frank 
Hooten ot Queen's upheld the neg- 
ative. Their best points were: first, 
the expense and ditticultles of ad- 
ministering such a project; second- 
ly, Canada's reluctance to accept 
ideas; thirdly, a great democratic 
principle would be violated by 
compulsion;' fourthly, the Inadvis- 
ability ot peace-time conscription.

Present proposals arc 
that an extra $100,000 be raised in 
order to finance a Hockey' Rink, 
which has always been badly need- 
ed at McGii; 

NATION-WIDE 

The new campaign will be 
nation wide in scope, and will em- 
brace McGili graduates all over tho 
world. The campaign committee 
will draw up lists ot graduates to 
ensure world-wide coverage. The 
campus itself will bo given a 
quota, and action will be taken to 
see that ihe students at McGill arc 
contacted. 

Probably a similar procedure 
will be followed as that In last 
year's campaign, when students 
were asked to sign pledge cards. 
These pledges were fulfilled not 
out of the previous year's caution 
money, but In two Instalments cov- 
ering one session or more, along 
with regular payment ot tuition 
lees. The total asked lor by the can- 
vassers was $10, and individual stu- 
dents distributed the amounts ot 
the instalment as they saw fit

Moscow: Russia acknowledged 
tonight that Canadian citizens had 
given "insignificant secret data" to 
Soviet representatives In Canada. 
Moscow radio continued that the 
Soviet military attache In Ottawa, 
Colonel Zabotln, had been recalled 
because ot the "inadmissabiÙty" ot 
the actions ot members ot his atatt 
However Russia expressed "amaze- 
ment" that the Canadian govern- 
ment had published Its statement 
on the leakage ot information Feb- 
ruary 15, Instead ot asking an ex> 
planatlon from the Soviet Govern* 
ment" as is expected between coun- 
tries maintaining normal relations. 
The statement would be handed to 
t)ie Canadian charge d'affaires In 
Moscow, said Moscow radio. 

Ottawa: An authoritative sourco 
said today that the report of the 
Royal Commission probing the So- 
viet spy ring in Canada would 
"blow sky liigh" the Russian claita 
that Canadians had "given" Inforro 
atibn to its military attache hero 
which was useless to them and 
could be found in well-known pub-

AVell it's all over. Some GOO students turned 
out for ycslerdoy's Students' Society meeting, 
and altliougii tlicrc were only about 150 left by 
six o'clock, all the business was dealt with in 
nn orderly manner, and, in our opinion, as satis- 
factorily as possible. - 

The only major point of contention whicli 
was settled to the dissatisfaction of a sizeable 
number of students was the question of the 
quorum. The other amendments and sub-amend- 
ments seemed to linvc a fairly Inrgo majority 
vote to support or dcfcnt them. Mnny nrgu- 
mcnts have been henrd for nnd ngninst the 500- 
student-quonnn nnd it would therefore appear 
to bo a waste of time and space to reiterate 
them here. We know however, that though 
there may be many who arc dissatisfied witli 
the decision of tlic meeting, tiiese dissenters 
realize that yesterday's vote wna fair and de- 
mocratic, and that^ the newly established quorum 
requires the full support of every member, 
whether he would like to sec a smaller quorum 
or not. If students will continue to support their 
Students' Society as much hs they did yester- 
day, then we mny be sure tiiat this new con- 
stitutional measure will not see the end of 
Students' Society meetings but rather an up- 
swing in their importance and quality. 

Needless to say, wo arc very happy to know 
that the importoncc which the faculties of Arts 
and Science nml Engineering nttaclicd to liio 
meeting hy cancelling lectures in the afternoon 
was fully justified. We hope to sec a similar 
course of action followed ab future meetings; if 
this will bp done, the success of Society meet- 
ings is assured. 

Another matter of importance particu- 
larly to this paper was settled yesterday. Wo 
refrained from commenting on the sub-amend- 
ment sponsored by the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society in reference to the composi- 
tion of The Daily's Managing Board before the 
final meeting of the Society, since such a move 
would obviously mean that we were taking un- 
fair advantage of our position. AVc are very 
glad that this sub-amendment was defeated, 
and consider the strong majority which the de- 
feat gained to be a vote of confidence in the 
35-ycar-oId tradition of The Daily. 

As was pointed out at the meeting the pro- 
position of extending the Managing Board by 
three elected faculty-members would have made 
the adnninistration of this paper far more diffi- 
oult^ahdjwould have ensured that the campus 
newspaper would be distinguished by ineffi- 
ciency and ft confused editorial policy. For six 
men, three acquainted with the technical pro- 
blem of this paper, nnd three unaware of these 
problems and concerned with the varied indi- 
vidual problems of the faculties whicli they re- 
prêtent would nover havo agreed on any one 
point. As We opcrato now, .we tty to incorporate 
into our polioy the requirements of each and 
every faculty on this campus to the best of our 
ability; if there are any shortcomings in our 
policy the Letter Forum is open to any student 
who wishes to voice his criticism. Additionally, 
any member of the Council can be approached 
about these, problems which will then be dis- 
oU6fied at the Council's meetings, and the Editor- 
in-Chief who is a member of the Oounoil will 
be instructed accordingly. 

As wc close the subject of the constitution, 
a subject on which wo have editorialized many 
times during tho past few weeks, and which, 
we feel, does not bear any further discussion, 
wo would like to express the hope that the con- 
stitution which now awaits the approval of the 
Senate will serve McGili for uuiny years to 
i!omc nnd will prove; to be. o tower "of strength 
to tlioEc who arc elected annually to preserve 
the integrity and self-governing power of this 
Uniycrsity's undergraduate body. — C. W,

Russia and despite the blunt denial 
ot Hon. C. D. Howe, Reoonstruction 
Minister, that atomic energy was 
not the; main 'object of the ring, 
high authorities (?) here today said 
it was." 

Thus, wc find that despite the 
statement of a cabinet minister to 
the contrary, the press insists on 
propagating information based on 
completely unauthentleated sources 
|However there is an even more 
Important dangerous aspect to this 
prisa campaign. That Is, the at 
tempt to utilize this investigation 
to smash the labour movement. In 
Canada tho press has gone so, far 
to name the Labour Progressive 
Party as being involved in illegal 
espionage activities. A B.U.P. dater 
Feb. 18, from Quebec City quotes 
from an editorial of L'Action Ca- 
tholique: "This danger of pro- 
Communlstlo espionage will dis- 
appear from a country tiho day 
that we will havo tho courage to 
prohibit the Communist party, even 
it it is under disguise." 

Out ot the current furore, an in 
tercsting commentary on the 
fashion in which our police operate 
has been published. From the 
Montreal Herald, Feb. 19: "Police 
officers who had worked on this 
phase (watching Communist, N.N.) 
since 1938, when nnti-Communlstlc 
speeches and publicity went on 
the decline, rétused io be quoted 
on the job they had been tcqulr- 
ed to do but It was understood they 
had kept an eye on thousands of 
known Communists living in tho 
Montreal district and had been 
constantly represented at meetlngc 
called by Communist sympathzers 
and local organizations devoted 
strictly to the spread of ConimU' 
nism." (Police referred to in above 
quotation are R.C.M.P., "C" Divi 
slon.) j 

Another example of the fashion 
in which the R.C.M.P. works was 
the way they entered the apart 
ment of an Ottawa citizen. Upon 
entrance the police officers would 
not disclose their identity, there 
tore the occupant came to the im- 
mediate conclusion that they were 
thieves. He began to struggle and 
call for help. After suffering some 
physical injuries. It was finally re- 
vealed to him that these gentlemen 
(7) were members of the R.C.M.P., 
and it was then ascertained that 
the police had entered the wrong 
place, and (hat this vlotlm was not 
"their man". 

Nonetheless, to return* to the 
present infamous press campaign; 
Captain Dempster formerly of the 
Ontario Provincial Police, who was 
discharged following a Royal Com' 
mission investigation in to his 
Illegal, political-spying activities, 
made the following atatement: "I 
have followed Communist activities 
for many years. I wasn't interested 
In the C.C.F. In 1944 and '45 but in 



the reds' who had infiltrated into 
the C.C.F. It's been known for a 
long time that Soviet espionage 
was going on". 

Thus we sec that the most re- 
actionary section ot. cur country 
has seized this opportiinity to 
smear the L.P.P., with the hope 
that they can force its illcgallzatlon. 
Rumours have appeared in the 
press to the effect that an cdicl.il 
or officials of the L.P.P. have been 
arrested. These reports have no of- 
ficial backing whatsoever, and the 
leader . ot the LP.P., Tim Buck, and 
the UP.Pç^Member . ot Parliament 
for Cartlen'^'Fred Rose, both have 
given the Ho to this slanderous 
fabrication. 

From à Canadian Press dispatch 
of Feb. 18: 

"It's quite obvious," said Mr. 
Buck^rÂ"that our government 
hast to act if it receives inform- 
ation of undoubted authenticity, 
as Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King stated. 

"It must bo said, however, ° 
that the manner in which this 
case was presented to the pub- 
lic suggests very strongly that 
tho arrest of the men charged 
with having communicated con- 
fidential information to a for- 
eign power Is being made sec- 
. ondary to a campaign ot hostile 
propaganda directed at tho 
Soviet Union..." 

And it can be added here that 
this hostile campaign is also being 
directed against the Canadian lab- 
our movemcnL 

Therefore what must wc bear in 
mind? Firstly, in regard to this 
question of cspionagc, wc should 
remember the words of Joseph E. 
Davlcs, fortper American ambas- 
sador to (he U.S.S.R., when he said 
(hat because of the hostility evident 
in Anglo-American policy in reg- 
ard to atom energy, In which the 
atom bomb was used as a big stick 
over the heads ot (he people of the 
Soviet Union, (ho U.3.S.R. had 
every moral right to attempt (o ob-

order to protect Itself. In this re- 
gard .we should also remember the 
Incident Which: occured in the Brit- 
ish House -lOt. Commons , on Feb, 
19lh, when . Willie Gallacher, a 
Scottish M.P. asked Prime Minister 
Attlee to divulge how much the 
British Government spends on 
espionage, and Mr. Attlee refused 
to answer this question. It takes 
little' understanding to realize that 
every world power employs .espion* 
age as a means of protection. 

Secondly, in regard to the direct 
ion the press campaign is taking; 
we must be vigilant in not allow 
Ing the sinister interests at work 
to bo successful In their, attempts 
to whip up a war hysteria against 
the Soviet Union, and we must 
scotch any attempts to falsely diS' 
credit the L.P.P. or the Canadian 
labour movement as a whole. We 
must brlnfc to ^mind the example 
of the Reichstag fire, in Germany in 
1933, when the Nazis tried to utilize 
the product of their own arson to 
obtain it legal weapon against the 
Communists. The heroism of the 
Communist leader, George DIml 
trov, prevented them, from being 
successful, so the/NazIs had.tç re; 
sort to the only .weapon theyxeally 
knew how to handle,, violence. 

Our answer to the title question 
Is obvious. The real danger lies 
not in the threat to our security by 
espionage, because our Govern' 
ment is capable of trying and pun- 
ishing those Canadians who might 
be guilty of breaking the law. The 
real danger lies in the fact that 
the reactionary monopolist interests 
might be successful In whipping up 
a war hysteria against the Soviet 
Union, and in starting a witch 
hunt against all those in Canada 
who might be "tainted" with pro- 
gressive ; ideas. .This is the danger 
that democratic. Canadians must 
recognize. Once this disease is ex-
